ultimate usage of something 
less than the 2600 acTe feet 
which stands out prominently 
in the minds of some of us. 

The open hearing on Novem¬ 
ber 9 brought out many inter¬ 
esting questions and until each 
is answered to the satisfaction 
of the City Council, it is cer¬ 
tain »that no action will be 
taken. 

The question was asked, 
“Why is the City Council in¬ 
terested in the a n n e xation 
problem?” The answer to this 
is obvious when we realize the 
responsibility of the City Gov¬ 
ernment. 

First of all, the owners of the 
land petitioned the Council for 
annexation. Any such proposi¬ 
tion must be given considera¬ 
tion and particularly so if some 
benefit may possibly come to 
the city. 

Quickly, if in the new Hast¬ 
ings Park the homes sell for 
$10,000 and for ease of calcu¬ 
lations we say there will be 
900 homes—t hen the value 
would be $9,000,000. If the as- 
essed valuation can be placed 
at one fourth that amount, or 
$2,250,000, and all the homes 
sold to veterans who would in 
most instances receive the $1.- 
000 exemption, then the assess¬ 
ed valuation could be set at 
$1,350,000. It is unlikely, how-

Council Files 
For Santa 
Anita Water 

The City Council this week 
filed an application for 5000 
acre feet of water from the Big 
Santa Anita. 

This water would supple¬ 
ment an allocation of 1500 acre 
feet which was approved last 
summer by the State Division 
of Water Resources. 

City Coun oilman Herman 
Barter said that this filing was 
a measure taken for the con¬ 
servation of water in extreme 
flood years. 

With approval for diversion 
of this water through the pro¬ 
posed diversion structure and 
pipeline to the city spreading 
grounds, Sierra Madre would 
be able to place this salvage 
water into the underground 
basin and increase our avail¬ 
able supply. 


OUTDOOR SQUARE 
DANCE POSTPONED 

Because of chilly weather, 
the beginning of a series of 
proposed Tuesday evening 
square dances has been post¬ 
poned. 

Bob Green, chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce square 
dance committee, made the an¬ 
nouncement this week, adding 
that every effort is being made 
to locate an available place for 
inside dancing. The first Tues¬ 
day night dance had been 
scheduled for this week, Nov. 
29th. 

The Chamber had planned to 
stage the dances on Carl Han¬ 
sen’s parking lot, adjacent to 
120 W. Sierra Madre boulevard. 
Green pointed out that recent 
nights have been too cold for 
comfortable outside square 
dancing. 

LACK OF SPACE 
FORCES HALT OF 
UPHOLSTERY CLASS 

Due to a lack of adequate 
quarters, Sierra Madre’s Adult 
Vocational Class in Upholstery 
has been discontinued, Recre¬ 
ation Commission Chairman A1 
Morgan announced this week. 

"Friday night’s meeting of 
the class will be the last,” 
Morgan regretfully informed 
the NEWS. 

He explained that approxi¬ 
mately 40 persons had been 
regularly attending the class 
on Wednesdays and Fridays at 
the Youth Hut. 

“Forty adults—each having 
upholstered furniture in vari¬ 
ous stages of construction— 
were just too much for the 
Youth Hut. Besides being badly 
overcrowded and a fire hazard, 
it just wasn’t fair to the young 
people of Sierra Madre to dom¬ 
inate completely their build¬ 
ing.” 

Morgan also announced that 
efforts to obtain Pasadena Ex¬ 
tended Day officials’ permis¬ 
sion to split the leather and 
copper adult vocational class 
into two groups have been re¬ 
jected for the time being. 

“At present,” Morgan said, 
“Extended Day spokesmen feel 
that such a split would be 
more than their very limited 
budget could stand." 

The copper and leather class 
will continue, therefore, to 
meet on Thursday evenings 
only, 7 to 10 o’clock, at the 
School Auditorium. 


Councilman Herman Barter 
Urged To Accept Position 

Councilman William A. Kinney this week asked the City Coun¬ 
cil and the city to seriously consider hiring a city manager or 
administrator. 

He suggested that a member of the Council, Herman Barter be 
offered the job, and he urged Barter to accept. 

In a statement written for 
the NEWS on the problems of 
water and the Hastings annex¬ 
ation, Kinney, who has been 
on the Council for a year since 
his appointment to fill the va- 
canvy left by the resignation 
of Don Jackson, said he could 
not see “how any business or 
any city government can sur¬ 
vive without a good business 
administrator.” 

He pointed out that for sev¬ 
eral months the city has had 
no director of public works and 
that “this is not a good situa¬ 
tion." 

“I am a businessman, and 
I know of no sound business 
firm doing an annual business 
of $500,000 that operates with¬ 
out a good administrator who 
is on hand to exert control

At that time, Councilman 
Henry Korsmeier said, the bids 
will probably show that the 
city will have to pay a lot 
more—possibly as much as 35 
cents per home. Councilman 
Henry Nuetzel said that this 
agreement may result in a 
more favorable bid from the 
Whittier company when the 
contract is up.

“We still need more toys for 
underprivileged needy children 
and new-comers to the state,” 
Mrs. Hoover said. “Our Toy 
Loan Committee of the Civic 
Club has received several bad¬ 
ly-needed dolls so far, but 
many more are urgently need¬ 
ed.” 

She explained that dolls are 
one of the few items that are 
given children “for keeps.” 
Mrs. Hoover said dolls are 
placed up for permanent 
"adoption” by little girls who 
otherwise would be unable to 
have a doll. 

The adoption procedure is 
very similar to that practiced 
in the adopting of real babies, 
she pointed out. 

Girls wishing to adopt a 
doll must fill out the necessary 
papers and take the doll home 
for a six-weeks period. The 
doll must be inspected every 
two weeks during this period 
by Toy Loan officials to make 
certain that the “baby” is re¬ 
ceiving proper care. 

If, at the end of the six 
weeks, the little girl has shown 
that she will take good care 
of the doll, a certificate of 
adoption is presented the new 
“parent.” 

Mrs. Hoover stated that all 
kinds of toys, games and draw¬ 
ing equipment are needed in 
the Toy Loan drive.

Korsmeier asked why the 
price-asked and size of vacan¬ 
cies had not been listed 
throughout the entire survey 
as recommended by the Cali¬ 
fornia League of Municipali¬ 
ties, and how many of these 
93 vacancies actually are avail¬ 
able for rent. 

The Councilman called sev¬ 
eral dozen landlords who had 
been designated as having va¬ 
cant houses or apartments to 
tell the Council the lacking in¬ 
formation as to size, rent re¬ 
quested, and actual availabil¬ 
ity. 

Of approximately 52 property 
owners who testified, around 
37 described their housing units 
as still being vacant.

Apparent Inconsistencies 
Cloud City Water Report 


Active recruiting in Sierra 
Madre for the National Guard 
Heavy Mortar Company ended 
Saturday, Nov. 19, according to 
Captain Sanford Ullman, com¬ 
manding officer. 

State budgetary limitations 
necessitated the halt of all re¬ 
cruitment efforts for the Guard 
throughout California, the Cap¬ 
tain said. 

“However, whenever a man 
from our Company is discharg¬ 
ed or transferred, we can ac¬ 
cept another recruit to take his 
place,” he said. 

In this manner, the Company 
will maintain its present 
strength—78 men and 4 offi¬ 
cers.

Apparent inconsistencies in the preliminary report on water were 
under discussion here this week as residents looked back at the 
Sierra Madre Water-Hastings Ranch Annexation hearing of two 
weeks ago. 

Some persons pointed to a statement in the NEWS quoting 
Water Engineer Harold Conkling to the effect that lining of the 
Big Santa Anita Channel with concrete would mean more water for 
Sierra Madre. They pointed out that this was the exact opposite of 
what was said. 

Actually, statements that APPARENTLY are diametrically op¬ 
posed were made by Conkling and his assistant, H. O. Banks. 

In checking the record, it was found that Banks said early in the 
meeting: 

"Just because you divert 1000 acre feet of water doesn't mean 
that it is salvaged water, because part would have percolated 
(sunk into the ground) and become part of the basin (the East 
Raymond Basin) and of community supply ..." 

Banks then said that Army Engineers' plans call for lining of the 
channel after the Whittier Narrows Dam is completed and that 
unless the water were diverted the water would be wasted—that 
there would be no more percolation in the stream bed. 

Banks then said: 

"The affect of lining the channel would be to decrease your 
pumping right in the basin by 500 acre feet a year." 

Banks arrived at this figure of 500 acre feet on the assumption 
that 1500 acre feet of water sinks into the basin from the channel 
bed. Under the court adjudication Sierra Madre is entitled to 
pump a certain amount of water from the East basin. Actually, 
and legally, this amount depends upon how much is there. If it 
isn't there, it can't be pumped. 

It is a loss if this water is not put into the basin by some other 
means—such as spreading. 

And it is a loss to the pumping right if this natural percolation 
deficit is sufficient to reduce the basin supply below the so-called 
"safe yield level." 

Later in the meeting Conkling himself said: 

"This 670 acre feet (the amount suggested as that which the city 
could expect immediately from diversion) is the amount of water 
which would acrue if the channel is not lined, and IF IT IS LINED, 
MORE WATER WOULD BE AVAILABLE TO SIERRA MADRE. 

"The study is not completed, and if we are allowed to go ahead 
we will be able to find out just how much." 

This statement of Conkling's appears to collide head-on with that 
of Banks'. Actually it doesn't. 

It is Conkling's statement, however, that seems important. Banks’ 
statement was obvious and the basis of the statement was known

by all concerned with this water problem, including the Flood Con¬ 
trol District. The amount of water which percolates and which would 
be lost, on the other hand, is a point of disagreement. The Flood 
Control District has a lower estimate than Banks—the District places 
it at about 1100 acre feet of water a year. And the U. S. Geo- 
dedic Survey has an even lower estimate. 

Conkling's statement gets to the point of the whole water deal. 
It suggests that Sierra Madre WILL get more water, and sub¬ 
stantially more water. And it is on that basis that the city has been 
pressing its water diversion program. 

The so-called Udell suit, which was incorporated into the "Collier 
decision," has nothing to do with how much water Sierra Madre 
can pump. Its only concern is how much ARCADIA can pump for 
"exportation"—for use outside the area overlying the basin area. 

It is the Collier decision itself, the result of a subsequent law 
suit that was decided by the Supreme Court, that established the 
pumping rights of both Arcadia and Sierra Madre... This decision 
did not establish categorical amounts. It used the pumping needs 
of the previous five years in Sierra Madre as a base for this 
pumping right, presumably taking into account the fact that the 
city would grow and need more water. 

This factor is brought out in the so-called "Udell suit." It pro¬ 
vides that Arcadia shall not export more than 1000 acre feet of 
water unless the city of Sierra Madre and the city of Arcadia 
overlying the basin and the ADJACENT FOOTHILL AREAS are 
supplied. 

The safe yield of the basin was set at 3900 acre feet during the 
court action of the late '30's. Because Sierra Madre had needed 
only 1264 acre feet for the prior five years, that was established 
as the city's pumping right FOR A SUBSEQUENT PERIOD. The 
right, obviously, will not be changed until the city shows that the 
need is now greater because of internal growth or expansion. 

The water which is concerned in this agreement, Sierra Madre 
contends, is that water which naturally flows into the basin from 
underground tunnels and streams or seeps into the ground naturally. 

It is Sierra Madre's contention, however, and -from all appear¬ 
ances the State Division of Water Resources will bear the city out, 
that if this city expends extra effort and money to pour water into 
the underground basin, then all of that water belonqs to Sierra 
Madre. 

In other words, if Sierra Madre develops its spreading grounds, 
puts in a pipeline from the Big Santa Anita, builds a diversion 
structure and then maintains it all, the belief is that the city does 
not have to split this water with Arcadia under any agreement 

The total amount of water spread on the Sierra Madre-owned 
spreading grounds would be measured. A "factor," however, would 
be subtracted from this total, and this factor would have to be 
determined by the courts. It would include losses, such as evapora¬ 
tion, and water diverted from natural percolation into the basin. 

Thus, if the channel is lined with concrete and percolation can 
no longer take place, both Sierra Madre and Arcadia lose this 
amount. That is what Banks said. 

But, if this same amount of water is spread on Sierra Madre land 
and Sierra Madre gets credit for this spreading and for this water, 
then Sierra Madre will gain this amount .less the "factor"—provid¬ 
ing the safe level is maintained. 

This is what Conkling said. 

This is the basis of the theory under which Sierra Madre will 
seek additional pumping rights. 

There is nothing to indicate that Sierra Madre need share this 
water with Arcadia on the same basis that the natural basin water 
is shared. What Sierra Madre would put into the basin would be 
"salvage" water, a class of water that the state recognizes. 

Right now the pumping right of 1264 acre feet a year (and, 
Arcadia gets twice as much) could be called a "drawing account" 
against the natural water supoly. 

The theory under which this city seeks more water could be callled 
a "bank account." The city will make a deposit of water in acre- 
feet in Sierra Madre's name and then withdraw it as needed. It is 
water that would not be there if the city did not put it there with 
an expenditure of money and effort—money and effort not shared 
by Arcadia. 

It is on this basis that the State Department of Water Resources 
gave Sierra Madre permission to build its diversion structure, its 
pipeline and develop its spreading ground.

He stated that the IPP has 
gone on record favoring the 
continuation of rent controls 
until such a time as normalcy 
does return. 

Porter indicated that there 
is still an unprecedented ac¬ 
celeration in California’s pop¬ 
ulation, and a resulting alarm¬ 
ingly heavy demand for hous¬ 
ing. 

He quoted FHA figures as 
revealing that one-fifth the 
families in the United States 
now live in “double-up” con¬ 
ditions or are otherwise housed 
inadequately, and that one- 
half the families earn less than 
$2500 a year. 

“Obviously, this overcrowd¬ 
ing will increase with rent de¬ 
control,” Porter said. 

He said that ample provis¬ 
ions exist for making adjust¬ 
ments through the housing ex¬ 
pediter in cases where hard¬ 
ships on landlords exist. 

Porter labeled alleged diffi¬ 
culties in getting rid of un¬ 
desirable tenants as “a phan¬ 
tom.” 

He suggested that the Coun¬ 
cil wait for an “objective and 
detailed survey from the Hous¬ 
ing Expediter or from U. S. 

Census taker. 

Herbert Hardin, 57 W. Laurel, 
presented a study of the last 
16 issues of the NEWS, show¬ 
ing a comparison of rental ad¬ 
vertisements. 

He said that an average of 
6% rentals had been advertis¬ 
ed each week during this per¬ 
iod. 

(Earlier, Aarons had submit¬ 
ted two copies of the NEWS 
for the Council’s attention. One 
copy, dated Oct. 28, 1948, ad¬ 
vertised six rentals; the Nov. 

18, 1949 issue had 17 housing 
units advertised for rent.) 

Hardin intimated that there 
really had not been such a 
general exodus from Sierra 
Madre as was implied by the 
decontrol committee’s samp¬ 
ling.
